Millionaire's Disowned Son 
Disarmed by Detectives 


Boy Fires Point Blank, but 
Bullets Miss Mark 


Day: Love 
Career of Crime 


A disinherited son, an irate fa- 
ther, a pay-roll robbery and a 
bullet that missed its mark late 
yesterday afternoon recorded on 
the police records an amazing 


story of crime that outclassed 
many similar woven from 
imagination. 


Chester Day, the 23-year-old dis- 
owned son of a millionaire manu- 
facturer, and his companion, Henry 


in the City Jail, charged with rob- 
bery and assault with intent to 
commit murder as a result of the 
carrying out of the youth's plot of 
revenge against the father who had 
disowned him. 

The father, Henry B. Day, is the 
head of a manufatturing plant at 
Fourteenth and Los Angeles street. 
At 10:30 a.m, yesterday, a lone 
bandit leaped onto the running 
board of an automobile driven by 
Raymons Shelton, messenger for 
the company and who carried com- 
pany funds amounting to 36600. A 
few moments after the robbery. De- 
tective Sergeants Herman Cline. 
O’Brien and Yarrow were attracted 
to the scene by Shelton's cries: 

“They've robbed me!“ 

The detectives, who were in the 

neighborhood on another 
| chased the bandit car and fired 
many rifle shots, but the bandits 
escaped. The detectives were rid- 
ing in a Ford coupe. 

Shortly after the robbery, Mr. 
Day, the manufacturer, issued a 
statement for publication which 
declared he believed his ne’er-do- 
well son Chester was 
in the pay-roll robbery. 

1 hours later, when all 

the employees but two had de 

ed from the factory, Mr. Day 

a caller. It was his disin- 

herited son. The boy was flushed 

with anger. He had seen the pub- 

lished statement of his father. He 

had come to “have it out with the 
old man.” 


LOCKED IN OFFICE 


Mr. Day refused to see him. He 
telephoned T. W. Cochran, super- 
intendent of investigation for the 


Nick Detective Agency. 
When Mr. Cochran arrived he 
found the frightened father, the 


angered son and Detective Ser- 
geant Oker in the factory. 

The father had locked himself 
in ene of the offices. The son 
paced the floor outside. Upon the 
arrival of the officers father and 
— were permitted to face each 
otner. 


“He's never been a father to me 
since I was a kid!” exclaimed 
Chester Day. 

“You have never been a son to 
me,“ the father retaliated. Fou 
have disgraced the name of your 
family, forged checks, have caused 
me an untold amount of grief 
and worry.” 

Then the son upbraided his fath- 
er by placing the blame for the 
robbery upon his head. 

“I'll send you to hell and kill 
myself,“ shouted the boy. 

He hastened toward a telephone, 
called up his mother, told her good- 
bye, slammed the receiver back 
on the hook. ° 

The youth then wheeled about, 
leveled a revolver at this father— 
and fired. The bullet zinged over 
the senior Day’sa head. The boy 
then ran into another office. De- 
tective Sergeant Oker and Mr. 
Cochran followed him, stuck two 
revolvers into the boy's ribs and 
overpowered him. He dropped his 
smoking revolver and surrendered. 

In the younger Days pockets 
were found cards, revealing his ad- 
dress, Whitehall Court Apartments, 
722 South Bixel street, Apartment 
101. The son was hurried to Cen- 
tral Station. En route, he ad- 
mitted to his captors that he had 
returned to the facory to slay his 
father. 

PAL IS ARRESTED 

Detective Sergeants Grant Rob- 
erds, Jr., and Chester Lloyd and 
Mr. Cochran hastened to the 
younger Day's apartment. At the 
door they were confronted by an- 
other youth, who covered them 
with a .88-caliber revolver. Detec- 
tive Sergeant Roberds choked the 
youth into submission. He gave 
his name as Henry Schore, claim- 
ing to be a member of the Los 
| Angeles Athletic Club, as well as 
g| Ancele San Francisco clubs. He 
was Chester Day's room-mate. 

The officer learned that. at the 
apartment-house, Chester Day was 
registered as R. P. Van Buren and 
that Schore was posing under the 
name of Harry L. Carson. 

Within the apartment was 
found a wardrobe, worn by both 
|youths, totaling many thousands 
ot dollars in value. Then Schore 
talked volubly: | 

“If you fellows had arrived five 
minutes later you would not have 
found me,” he told the officers. 

“I was preparing to skip. You 
got the right birds, all right. Day 
and I pulled that pay-roll job. He 
was sore at his old man. After 
the robbery he read the statement 
in which his father accused him 
of the robbery. He sald he was 
going after him. I tried to keep 
him from it. He told me if he 
‘| faflied to return by 3:30, then that 
was my “cue to skip out fast. I} 
was jus packing when you fel- 
lows nailed me.“ 
| Schore talked on and on, accord- 
ing to Mr. Cochran. He boasted 
that he and young Day were “high- 
1 stick-up men,” that they did 
not bother with “small stuff.” 


FIND STOLEN MONEY 

In Schore's pockets were found 
$210. The pay-roll robbery, he 
stated, had netted the two $560, 
‘but they had spent a large sum 
| earlier in the day at downtown 
| clothing stores. 

On his way to Central Station 
'Schore said: 
| “I made up my mind some weeks 


ago that, I would kill every detec- 
tive I saw-—but a traffic cop tagged 
my car a few days ago and he was

PROSPERITY SPECIAL 
SETS NEW RECORD 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, May 27.—Fiying 
pennants proclaiming it the “pros- 
perity special,” the largest and per- 
haps the most remarkable single 
train of locomotives ever hauled 
across the country, left the Eddy- 
stone Plant of the Baldwin Loco- 
motive Works yesterday for East 
St. Louis, Ul. It consisted of 
twenty oil-burning engines of the 
Santa Fe type, each with its ten- 
‘der, nearly one hundred feet long, 
and weighing 621,000 pounds.

Cotton Market Review; Consumer-Stockholder Plan 
| Intrigues East; Week Ends 


Prices of cotton for all spot 
and future deliveries have now 
definitely crossed the 20-cent line. 
The market advanced on an aver- 
age of 1 cent a pound last week, 
with July futures closing at 21.02 
and October, the first new crop 
month, closing at 20.63 cents. The 
shortage of the 1921 crop is 
causing a serious squeeze in the 
July deliveries with the result that 
these futures have advanced even 


more sharply han those of the 
new crop months. Middling Cali- 
fornia cotton is bringing about 
20% cents a pound in the Im- 
perial Valley. 

Los Angeles cotton brokers are 
almost unanimously bullish on the 
present cotton market and expect 

further advances later on. 
According to them, there is only 
one explanation for the rising 
market; the demand for goods is 
increasing, the carry-over of old 
cotton is being consumed rapidly 
and prospects for the new crop 
are not bright. A continuance in 
these factors will result in an 
acute situation. Because of these 
considerations, many think that 20- 
cent cotton looks very cheap. 

The California State Department 
of Agriculture has issued a call 
for a conference in Sacramento on 
June 3, to 1 the leading repre- 
sentatives of the cotton interests 
of the State. The purpose of the 
gathering will be a full and com- 
plete discussion of the quarantine 
regulations against the boll-wee- 
viLand the pink boll worm. These 
regulations are considered to be 
of prime importance in the pro- 
tection of the ‘California cotton 
industry. It is our freedom from 
the boll pests that will one day 
make California and Arizona the 
leading cotton producers of the 
world, and officials and cotton 
men are devoting evéry effort to- 
ward a stringent enforcement of 
the quarantine regulations. 

The interest that overseas ex- 
perts are taking in the California 
cotton crops is steadily growing. 
In this connection, the visit to 
this country of Lieut.-Col. Sir 
James Reynolds, dean of the Liver- 
pool ‘cotton traders, is of particu- 

r James, who is reco 
throughout the world as — 
the leading authorities, will ar- 
rive in San Francisco today from 
Kobe, Japan, and proceed at once 
to Los Angeles, where he will visit 
Edward M. Fowler, who is the 
California correspondent for his 
firm. Two other leading English 
cotton experts, Prof. John A. Todd, 
the cotton Statistician, and James 
Macara, president of the Master 
Cotton Spinners’ Association, have 
Visited the United States within 
the past two years but failed to go 
farther west than Texas. Sir 
James’s visit will be the first rec. 
ognition the California cotton flelds 
have ever received from the great 
international authorities. 


WESTERN PLAN, EAST” 


Returning from New York and 
Chicago, where he has been for the 
past two months, John B. Miller, 
president of the Southern Califor- 
nia Edison Company, gave out a 
statement yesterday reflecting the 
viewpoint of eastern financiers con- 
cerning the growth of the consum- 
er-stockholder movement in Cali- 
fornia. 

Mr. Miller's trip to the East was 
primarily to secure the release of 
the bondholders to the sale and 
transfer of the Edison distributing 
system in Los Angeles to the city. 
He came in contact with most of 
the large financial houses of the 
eastern cities, and in response to 
requests from newspaper men, dic- 
tated the following statement: 

“The consumer-stockholder plan 
of financing which had its origin 
in California, and which now is 
becoming generally practiced 
throughout the United States, has 
reached such a high state of devel- 
opment in Southern California as 
to. arouse interest and discussion 
en all of the Eastern States. 

“It is generally conceded by stu- 
dents of not only economics, but 
students of politics, that this plan 
of having the consumers own the 
securities of the public utilities is, 
when coupled with honest, -scien- 
tific, nonpolitical regulation, such 
as obtains in California, the very 
best form of public ownership. 
When carried to a sufficient degree, 
these students find that it possesses 
all of the advantages of public 
ownership and all of the advan- 
tages of private ownership, with al- 
most none of the disadvantages of 
either. 

“The great investment banking 
houses of the East. who have fur- 
nished, and will continue to furnish, 
the bulk of the money for the de- 
velopment of the country, look up- 
on this form of financing with a 
great deal of favor, and consider 
that companies that have a large 
degree of consumer-stockholding

“The release came.“ the state- 
ment continued, as the culmina- 
tion of probably the most remark- 
able demonstrations on behalf of 
any Federal prisoner ever con- 
victed in the courts of the United 
States. 

Notwithstanding the “high char- 
acter” of those occupying positions 
of “responsibility and trust“ under 
the government who were among 
thousands signing the petition, the 
statement said, “it was not in ro- 
sponse to any public demonstra- 
tion, strong as it was at that time,

MEDICAL REPORTS 
Incorporated in the statement 
issued late today by the Depart- 
ment of Justice were reports of 
physicians which were part of the 
record of the Morse case in the 
department's files.

David Baker, an Army 
medical cer at Fort McPherson, 
found orse suffering from 
arteriosclerosis, with myocarditis, 
and renalsclerosis. This malady 
was incurable, it was said, and Mr. 
Morse had “not very long to live.” 
“As a life insurance risk,” Maj. 
Baker said, “I would not recom- 
mend this patient for the short 
period of thirty days. His sudden 

death is constantly probable.”’ 
Prior to examinatidbn of Mr. 
‘Morse by Army officers, however, 
civilian physicians made an exam- 
ination at the request of U. S. Mar- 
shal W. H. Johnson at Atlanta, and 
Dr. W. 8. Elkin of that city found 
the patient's health not in danger 

by reason of his confinement.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—A pew | 


practiced by one man only, is the 
decoration of textiles by Aztec 
aura. Robert Randolph Walters, 
who ts well known both in this 
country and Abroad as a portrait 
painter, is the exponent of the 
new art. He invented the process 
and has kept it secret. 

An . exhibition of these Aztec 
aura textiles hae just been heid at 
the Arts’ Club here. They are dif- 
ferent from any other hand-deco- 
rated silks. Tints flow into one 
another in irridescent waves of 
and then somewhere, per- 
haps at each end, there is a shad- 
scene or a vague spray of 
flowers such as goldenrod, apple 
blossom or dogwood. The eilken 
draperies, with their changing col- 
ors and elusive pictures, are as 
mysterious as the process that 
evolved them. 

Mr. Whiters named his new art 
after the famous Aztec 


humming birds. He saw one of 
these manties in the 1 Mu- 
seum and was ted by it. it 
seemed a pity to him that an art 
so beautiful should be lost, for in 
th eskiliful matched and shaded 
plumage of the birds there was a 
lustér and an ethereal quality that 
he had never seen in modern 
handwork. 


AN ANCIENT ART 

It was practically tmpossible to 
revive the old Aztec speciaity of 
feather work. The Aztecs bred 
humming birds in large numbers in 
order to have a perfect color scale 
of feathers. Almost every home 
had its cages & the tiny, geily- 
colored bird 

Once birds were 
plucked, and the feathers were 
collected by artists who werked on 
feather garments. On à cotton 
background the workers fitted in 
the feathers, 


the plumage. 

A high standard was exacted of 
the artists. A special dignitary in 
the King’s court eupervised the 
feather work of the State and ns- 
takes were not tolerated. The ar- 
tiste were required to be so care- 
ful that sometimes an entire day 
would be spent in matching and 
fitting one feather. 

The mantles were highly treas- 
ured. Kings and chiefs wore them 
and sometimes the gods were 


dressed in them. In war times they

$36,000 a month. 

The new plant comprises a group 
of strictly modern industrial build- 
ings, ten in number. All are built 
of brick and steel, steel sash, saw 
tooth roofs for light and ventila- 
tion, modern conveniences for the 
health, and comfort of the work- 
ers, and as nearly fireproof as such 
buildings can be made.

Fake Oil Lands Are Being 
Sold to Public 


Realty Commissioner Takes 
Preventive Steps 


Case is Established 


Practices of crooked of! . 
ers who, to evade the jurisdiction 
of the Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions, foist their projects on the 
public under the guise of real es- 
tate subdivisions, are strongly ¢on- 
demned in a statement written by 


Real Estate Commissioner Edwin 
T. Keiser. This statement will ap- 
pear in the forthcoming issue of 
the new Real Estate Directory. Is 
this connection, Mr. Keiser defines 
the policy which wil] be adopted 
by the department in regard to the 
Sale of real „state under the guise 
of of! lands when there is no jus- 
tification for o doing. 

Mr. Keliser’s statement is as fol- 
lows: During the past six months 
some real estate brokers who hold 
licenses from the State Real Estate 
Department have been offering to 
the public propositions in the way 
of oil lots and ol) acres which we 
consider possessing but \little 
merit. These promoters sometimes 
purchase a piece of land outright, 
irrespective of its location with 
reference to proven ofl territory, 
su).divide the tract into very smell 
lote, sometimes ar small as 20226 
feet, and tren sell these tote to the 
public at an extravagant price, 
which is justified only in case a real 
bona fide honest attempt be made 
to develop ofl. 

“In many cases the prices re- 
ceived for these lots are such that 
even though «il be developed on 
the property sold it is doubtful 
whether the oi] returns would ever 
pay beck the investor the amount 
of tre original investment. Some- 
times the prices paid for lots sold 
under this nefarie i scheme can 
never be returned to the purchaser 
unless the land returns from its oil 

roceeds as high as $500,000 to 
600,000 per acre. 

“The trouble with these concerns 
is that they are similar to an over- 
capitalized stock company. The 
amount of money going into actual 
development is only about 50 per 
cent of the mount paid by the in- 
vestors, many times much less, 
most of it going to the promoters 
and land owners, so that no one 
case in a hundred will ever pay 
in satisfactory returns. In fact, I 
know of but very few schemes

OR such striking and distinctive 
plants as they are, it is a rather re- 
markable fact that the Bilazing-stars 


are familiar to comparatively few ot

"_quaintanceship with them which wo do find 


among casual flower observers is mostly 
with one of the plants that has somewhat 
lately been introduced from the north-cen- 


manuals tell us it is nocturnal. It is a fine 
one, too, with which to open an acquaint- 
anceship with the Mentzelias, or Blazing- 
Star family, for it has the distinctive char- 
acteristics of the group in a marked degree. 

When you pluck a Mentzelia, you find the 
foliage clings to anything it touches with 
an 
parts-us embrace. And this characteristic 
caused the Spansh to call the Blazing-Star 
“Buena Mujer —the good woman, who 
clings until death. There is no other touch 
quite like this of the Mentzelia foliage. A 
leaf once*pressed against a piece of clothing 
cannot be separated from it entirely whole; 
and even a Slight contact will most likely 
cause damage to the leaf. And a leaf clings 


to one’s hands almost as readily as it does 


to clothing. 

The Mentzelias have a multitude of sta- 
mens, which radiate from the center of the 
flower, making the starlike appearance 
whence comes the name of “Blazing-Star.” 
With two exceptions, ours are all yellow; 
and, with one exception, all are five petaled. 
So far as I know, they are all annuals but 
two—one of which is a biennial, and the 
other a shrub. Also, so far as I know, they 
are all day-bloomers except one. But this

i. are five or six species of the 
smaliler-flowered Mentzelias here in the 
south.

The flowers of most of them are quite small 
—of some of them almost “inconspicuous. 
One growing in the Mojave Desert, how- 
ever, has flowers nearly an inch in diameter 


But, like most of the annual 
flowers of the Mojave; it has the habit of 
retreating beneath the protecting branches 
of the desert shrubs. One feature about 
this Mojave species which meets our hearty 
approval is its color—a rich, warm yellow, 
in which there is just a hint of salmon, It

The shrubby one is a resident of the Colo- 
rado Desert and may be found almost any- 
where in the region of Palm Springs. 
Botanists call it Petalonyx thurberi—from 
the onyx-like petals, this being one of the 
two members of the group in our region 
which have non-yellow flowers. Its flowers 
are so small, however, that one scarcely 
notices them. But anyone who once touches 
the plant, not only notices it, but also ever 
afterward remembers it. For he immediate- 
ly finds out that it well deserves the name 
of “Sandpaper Plant.“ by which it is known 
by the people of the Colorado Desert—of 
such a rasping character ig its foliage. It 
is not a comfortable plant to come up 
against, yet I can forgive the Colorado Des- 
ert for fostering a child of such “cross- 
grained” disposition, since it also gives us 
the most silken-gowned, delicately-hued and 
exquisitely-marked of all our Mentzelias.

Although 
the building is evidently a recent one, and 
its surroundings require time and care for 
their appropriate development, yet the dull- 
red brick of which the structure is built ap- 
pears to have been softened by time, and 


age will have the dignity of maturity. 
Something might be said of the appropri- 

ateness of the Elizabethan style for eduta- 

tional buildings. It has been in vogue in 


since the architects of Byrn Mawr College 
in Pennsylvania set the example. It was 
the style chosen by the lordly barons, be- 
come peaceful, of the days of Henry and 
Elizabeth; it breathes the union of au- 
thority and culture, which is Shakespearean 
in its harmony. But our present task is 
with the imposing tower. It dominates 
the landscape as Magdalen Tower catches 
the eye of the traveler who approaches Ox- 
ford by the London road from the east. The 
Los Angeles High School tower is indeed a 
replica of the famous 400-year old tower of 
St. Mary Magdalen College in Oxford.

Magdalen College 
was built in Edward the Fourth’s reign, be- 
tween the years 1472 and 1481, so is only 
just medieval. Some have attributed the 
tower, but wrongly to Wolsey, who was a 
junior bursar at Magdalen at the time the 
tower was completed, in 1506. The great 
Cardinal's name is indelibly associated with 
the larger foundation of Christ Church, 
which, indeed, he had called “Cardinal Col- 
lege” when he was at the height of his pow- 


Magdalen's fine tower is indeed Oxford's 
crown of beauty. It io 150 feet, and con- 
tains a musical “ring” of ten bells. A stone 
figure of St. Mary is placed in the middle 
pinnacle of the east side. 

The Chapel of Magdalen College has a 
large and well-trained choir; the founder 
having made special provision that the staff 
of chaplains and choristers should always 
be kept up to its full strength;. and the 
musical service is considered the finest in 
England. Though Christ Church, with its. 
two quadrangles and ita imposing buildings, 
which include the Cathedral of the see of 


Oxford, leads among the colleges, yet Mag- 
dalen College has always had this striking 


feature of its Own, its musical supremacy, 

Every May Day morning at 5 o'clock, all 
Oxford gathers in the broad street beneath 
Magdalen Tower, to hear the choir, habited 
in their surplices, chant their immemorial 
hymn—a glad welcome to the opening of 
spring—from the summit of the tower. The 
words of the solemn “Te Deum” taken from 
the college grdce, written by Dr. Thomas 
Smith, a Magdalen fellow from 1665 to 1692, 
were set to appropriate music by Ben Rog- 
ers, college organist, during the same 
period. At the end of the chant, black mor- 
tar-boards move slowly down from the lofty 
summit “like a flock of pensive rooks.” The 
crowd on the ground below blow out dis- 
cordant blasts from myriads of tin horns, 
but the chiming of the Magdalen bells soon 
drowns the discord. 

“And in his ears the chime 
Of full-toned bells brings back his old 
springtime.” 

This interesting old ceremony, which sur- 
vives from the time of Henry VII, is de- 
scribed in a beautiful poem by the late 
Dean Burgon, and also forms the subject 
of a well-known painting by Holman Hunt, 
an Oxford pre-Raphaelite. It is also the 
theme of this notabie sonnet from the pen 
of Sir Herbert Warren, the present presi- 
dent af “The College of the Lily.” It is to 
be noted that the college coat of arms is 
a combination of the family crest of the 
Pattens and the lilies of the Virgin Mary.

College is surrounded by a 
hundred acres of lawn, “delicious to one’s 
sentient boot sole,” as Henry James re- 
marks, and garden, wood and park, where 
dappled deer browze peacefully beneath the 
shade of towering aged elms.

A professor in the University of Southern 
California, who has been head of the depart- 
ment -of biology there since 1901, Albert E. 
Ulrey—he has made his name in exact 
science—brought back from Europe in 1900 
several slips of the ivy in Addison’s Walk, 
and presented one of these to his friend and 
colleague, Dr. James Main Dixon. This has 
grown and increased till today it covers the 
walls of the garden cottage in the latter's 
residence in North Ardmore avenue. 

In the quadrangle of St. John Baptist, 
from a curiously canopied pulpit deftly in- 
serted in the southeast angle, a sermon was 
formerly delivered annually on the festival 
of St. Jéhn Baptist—Midsummer Day—to a 
congregation assembled in the quadrangle, 
the ground being strewn with rushes and 
grass, and the buildings dressed with green 
boughs, in commemoration of the preaching 
of the Baptist in the Wilderness. The cus- 
tom fell into disuse about 1759, and the an- 
nual “University sermon” was preached in 
the college chapel: until 1896, when the

Fellow and Lecturer in Logic at Magdalen; 
and a copy ot his quaint “Boke of Martyrs” 
may stil be seen in the ‘library. Sir 
Thomas Bodley, another loyal son, was the 
famous founder of the Bodleian Library, one 
of the glories of Oxford. When, in the 
troubles of the Reformation period, the 
University Library had been despoiled by 
the King’s Commissionaries, 
versity had abandoned it to neglect, Sir 
Thomas Bodley refitted and restored it, and 
in 1610, when Shakespeare was still aNve, 
and possibly busy with “The Tempest,” he 
added the east wing. Twenty years ago, the 
tercentenary of Bodley's Library was cele- 
brated at Oxford with ceremonies that 
lasted two days. 

The name of Cardinal Wolsey has already 
been mentioned as a “junior bursar” of the 
college. He was known because of his pre- 
cocity as the “Boy Bachelor,” for he took 
his B. A. degree at the early age of 15.

COVERY 

ROM present appearances a new epoch 

in science will date from the discovery 
of radioactivity—a property which some sub- 
stances have of spontaneously emitting ra- 
diations, which are able to penetrate mat- 
ter opaque to ordinary light. This discov- 
ery gave a new point of departure for re- 
search which has been, and is being, at- 
tended by developments of tremendous im- 
port. Astronomy has revealed much re- 
garding the infinitely great in the vast ex- 
panses of the sidereal universe. Radio- 
activity has to do with the infinitely minute. 
A study of the subject is bringing new con- 
cepts, and, as some leading physicists be- 
lieve new knowledge of the ultimate const!

It was the known properties of X-rays that 
induced the investigations, which ended in 
the discovery of radium, the most radio- 
active element so far known.

The fact that the production of X-rays ina 
vacuum tube was accompanied by a phos 
phorescence of the glass suggested that 
phosphorescent substances might also emit 
radiations.

She found 
that thorium was the only other element 
which contained the property in a degree 
comparable with that of uranium. This de- 
velopment induced her to test various com- 
pounds of uranium, with the result that she 
found that their radioactivity was an atomic 
property and that the activity was propor- 
tional to the amount of uranium present. 


At the same time she discovered that the 
activity of minerals containing uranium was 
always greater than what was to be ex 
pected by their content of uranium. Her 
deduction from this finding was that if the 
radioactivity was an atomic phenomenon 
this could only be explained by the presence 


in these minerals of another substance more 


active than uranium itself—illusive and yet 
unknown. There was. With conimendable 
persistance she devoted herself to an exami- 
nation of uranium minerals only, ip order 
to separate if possible this unknown radio- 
active substance. From a residue of pitch- 
blende, its uranium content having been ex- 
tracted, she finally obtained the element 
radium, which possesses a radioactivity so 
intense that the activity of uranium is al- 
most nfl by comparison.

Seed Boxes 

It pays to prepare seed boxes with care.

Then put in an inch or so of 
gravel, small stones, broken bricks or pots, 
or any rough material. Fill with good soil 
and make the upper inch of fine sifted soll 
mixed with sume sand and also leaf mold, 
if procurable. An even temperature and 


‘conservation of soil moisture may be main- 


tained by covering with glass or paper, or 
even light cloth.

Roses Blooming Now 

Just now roses are coming into their full- 
est bioom and will so continue for some 
time. You may still fertilize, a little at a 
time, but frequently. Water -copiously at 
all times and cultivate often though very 
lightly, just a mere Surface scratching. 
Heavy turnings of the soil should have been 
done early, for roots must not be disturbed 
| while plants are blooming. By light yet 
persistent culture, you may be able to 
have fine flowers until the hottest days of 
summer come.

Ihe name humus, unless qualified, ts 
rather an indefinite term. It should not be 
indiscriminately applied to all vegetable 
matter in the soil in various stages of de 
-cay. Humus proper is decayed organic 
material, though but a small part of the 
gross amount is thoroughly decomposed. 
One-tenth of a leaf may have gone to form 
humus, while the remainder is still de- 
caying leaf. Every garden should have a 
compost heap where humus is being son- 
stantly produced. 


Carnation Culture. 

The culture of carnations far inland is 
not advised unless the soil be free without 
being too sandy. One containing much 
humus is best, fur it should be very reten- 
tive of moisture. Near the Coast appears 
to be the best location for commercial 
growth of the modern carnation, and in- 
deed its wild ancesturs were found in 
coastal districts, yet growing in rocky up 
land places in many parts of Europe. Car- 
nations seldom are harmed by cold, but do 
not thrive in dry heat.

“I have been reading the articles in The 
Times Farm and Tractor Section religious- 
ly and have been particularly interested in 
those referring to the meat breeds. There 
is no doubt buat that the meat end of the 
poultry industry has been pushed aside, 

_ giving the egg producers preference. Why? 

Is it because the poultry raisers are too 

lazy to start something new? I have an 

idea that I can Start something in Califor- 
nia that will be different, and by educating 
the public to appreciate the delicious capon 
can supply a demand that has in the past 
been unknown. I am now specializiug in 
Reds, but recently sent East for 100 eggs 
(Black Giants.) Since setting these eges 
I have located a flock in Compton and have 
Written for a price on 1080 eggs so that I 
can set a large number at once and have a 
flock of fair size next spring. People 
handling these heavier breeds charge 
rutner high prices for their hatching eggs, 
which may be a reason why so f-w flocks 
of the heavy strains are being raised for 
meat. I paid $55 for the 100 eggs I re 
ceived from the East. I want to raise a lot 
of Giant capons and wilt do so if I can get 
the eggs. There are few places where you 
can buy. real good chicken for the table, 
and the demand I now have from individ- 
uals of wealth who drive here for fryers 
and broilers is quite large and has con- 
vinced me that there is a real market if it 
can be developed. The country here is so 
da up on Leghorns that they cannot under. 
stand why Red baby chicks cost more.” 

That certainly is encouraging, and let us 
hope but the forerunner of a wider and 
more diversified development of the poul- 
try industry in Southern California. The 
Lezhorn is not quite the whole thing— 
really, there are others. As a fowl that 
grows good capons the Black Giants enjoy 
a good reputation, being the source of the 
principal supply for the Philadelphia mar- 

ket. As to nutritive value of white and 

brown eggs, there is practically no differ- 
eace, other things being equal. The whites 
can be more economically candied, while 
the browns {in our judgment) possess a 
slightly stronger shell. Possibly the rea- 
son Leghorn hatching eggs command less 
money, than those of the meat breeds, is 
because there are more of them, hence the 
competition Is keener. 

Now a word as to markets and prices. 
Capons are not a general article of com- 
merce in the same sense that ham and 
bacon are, herce they may require some- 
thing in the way of exploitation and devel- 
opment. There is a demand, however, and 
once the “dustry is established and a per- 
manent source of supply is assured, we be- 
lieve it can be developed into a splendid 
business. The same applies to broilers, 
fryers and roasters: As our correspondent 
well says, the entire trend of the poultry 
industry for the past two decades has 
been developed only in one direction; the 
pendulum is destined to swing back sooner 
or later, and the quicker we realize that 
the meat breeds have a place equal in rank 
to the producers of hen fruit the better for 
the industry. And the beauty of it is, the 
table fowls also lay eggs, some equalling in 
capacity the socalled egg breeds—in other 
words, the S. C. White Leghorn. Here's 
hoping our correspondent will not only 
biaze the way, but that success will crown 
his efforts and profits satiefy his ambitions. 


Just a Word to Beginners 

Those who have been readers 
of this page will agree that in all matters 
pertaining to poultry culture we have been 
conservative and not given to overstate the 
possibilities of poultry industry, particular 
ly to beginners. On the occasion of Judge 
C. A. Housee’s departure from England to 
Australia, where he is to judge the Na- 
tional Australian Poultry Show at Sydney. 
he was asked by the London Poultry World 
to give an outline of the essential factors 
for beginners to consider and follow in an 
effort to “break in successfully into the 
poultry industry. Here they are: If you 
have “chicken on the brain,” give them 
careful cons‘deration: 

Don't spend money on a lot of stock. 
Take up one breed and make yourself mas- 
ter of it. Don't dabble in two or three ere 
vou know one. 

Secure your initial stock from a reliable 
and proved breeder. 

Start slowly: don't overload yourself. 
Put your money into one first class pen 
rather than three or four second-raters. 
Good birds cost no more to keep than poor 
ones. 

Good stock is essential, so are good 
houses and appliances. That way comes 


success. Many fail because they put good |

dixappointment and failure.

Poultry Culture in England 

Not since 1886 has there been a census 
of poultry in England, which makes the 
All 
details, naturally enough, do not appeal to 
American recorders, nevertheless it is in- 
teresting to compare a few figures cover- 
ing the periods just before the war with 
those of 1921.

plied 29,026,345 fowl. and eight years later. 
21,816,385, indicating that her rural econo

hen of three and one-half pounds weight pro- 
ducing 200 eggs per annum, weighing twen- 
ty-five pounds, and a 1000-pound Jersey 
cow, producing 7000 pounds of milk contain- 
ing 14 per cent of solids. If the dry matter 
of the hen ig compared with the dry matter 
in the eggs she lays in a year, thefe will be 
five and one-half times as much in the eggs 
as in the whole body. The weight of the 
dry matter in the cow's body to the weight 
of the dry matter in the milk wul be as 1 
to 2.9. As a productive piece of machinery 
the moderh hen is indeed one of the most 
profitable articles on the farm— provided. 
always, that you run her right and keep 
all her parts in working order. 


High-Producing Orpingtons 

As a general thing, the English classes 
of domesticated fowl are not considered 
good croppers of hen fruit in the sense that 
we estimate the Mediterraneans; never- 
theless, there have been developed some 
splendid laying strains of Orpingtons in 


Aurtralin, England and the United States, 
clearly indicating that no one breed nor 


variety has a monopoly of highly fecund fock.. And of late years there has been a saving of at least 
Joseph Thomas, an Enghsh more or less complaint in 


ducks there were in 1913, 2,188,068 and in 
1921, 2,391,247; of geese in 1913, 576,711 
and in 1921, 517,584; of turkeys, in 1913, 
652,316, and im 1921, 445,295. These fig- 
ures show how wholly inadequate En- 
giand’s production of eggs and carcass is 
to supply her needs. And yet in the face 
of this great underproduction one reads in 
the English papers that in spite of govern- 
ment assistance, agriculture is losing out 
in attracting ex-service men to its practice. 
Canadian poultry products are becoming 
quite a feature in English markets, and 
though California's initial shipment of 
eggs to London, via Panama, was not 
wholly successful, we still believe it 
feasible to ship California hen fruit to Lon- 
don at a profit. Because the first ship 
ment was tainted by being stored with 
green fruit shipments is no criterion at all 
to go by. We should give it another trial. 


Are We Overcrowding Layers? 
When allowance is made for infertility 


only 4,000,000 hatch, and that it is com- 
mouly accepted as a fact that this loss of 
3,000,000 eggs is largely due to lack of 
vigor, caused by crowding for high produc- 
tion. Of the 4,000,000 which hatch, 23 per 
cent die, due to a want of stamina and 
vigor in the parent stock. This leaves ap- 
proximately 3,000,000 chicks that reach 
maturity, one-half of which are males! In 
Washington it iz quite a practice for breed- 
ers to dispose of their male birds when a 
few weeks old at from 5 to 10 cents each. 
The pullets may “cull out” one-third, leav- 
ing about 1,000,000 profitable laying fe- 
males. Figuring from the basis of eggs put 
through incubation, according to these es- 
timates, it requires seven eggs to grow 
one good producing puilet. At 30 cefits 
per dozen, the cost would be over 15 cents 
per head. Add to this the cost of hatching 
and brooding, overhead and equipment, 
and, of course, a certain mortality before 
the birds produce, and it renders the actual 
cost rather high; indeed, much more so 
than many breeders appreciate ‘hese 
figures, estimates and tentative conclu- 
sions are all factors that should be care 
fully considered and studied. | 


Health indicators 

A simple way to keep tab on the physical 
condition of fowl, and one usually quite 
practical, is to note the texture of the drop- 
pings. Those from healthy fowl are of suf- 
ficient consistency to hold their shape and 
are of a dark grayish color tapering into a 
grayish white. Those that are soft, pasty 
and of a yellowish or brown color indicate 
that the ration is “long” on carbohydrates 
and “short” on an‘mal food. On the con- 
trary, droppings that are watery and red- 
dish in appearance iadicate too much ant- 
mal food. Filthy quarters, tainted food, im- 
pure water are indicated by greenish dis- 
charges usually resulting in diarrhea. 
Popularity of Chicken Meat. 

Straws show which way the wind blows. 
At a recent convention composed of hotel 
stewards a vote was taken as to the most 
popular meet dish, the result being in fa- 
vor of well-grown and properly conditioned 
chicken meat. That of itself is significant, 
and gives importance to our contention 
that real honest-to-goodness chicken meat 
ig almost unknown in Southern California. 
This want of appreciation for a good prod- 
uct is largely responsible for preva'’ag 
prices, for really a properly crown fryer or 
roaster is not to be sold at prices usualiy 
commanded for surplus (discarded) cock- 
erels or wornout old hens. Good meat 
birds, like good laying hens, must command 
prices commensurate with cost of produc- 
tion and quality. Much of the socalled 
table fowl is Lringing all it is worth; but 
such prices are insufficient for high-grade 
quality products. In the velopment of 
such an industry, and especially in its pro- 
motive period {as a correspondent well 
says) Some one will have to enter upon 
the business in a large way who has with- 
in his own needs a demand for quantity 
and quality so that by advanced methods 
he is able to produce flesh of such quality 
that its superior and excellent character 
wil] advertise its intrinsic merit, and by 
such means the wealthier classes will de- 
mand the goods, and finally the good livers 
among the masses.” It might be possible to 
enter into some sort of a contract with our 
leading hotels, whereby they would agree 
to take a certain supply of a high quality, 
but such a plant would call for some in- 
vestment, and must be managed by ex- 
perienced hands; otherwise it would be apt 
to flounder. But the market is here; all 
that is essential is its exploitation and de- 
velopment along safe and sane lines and 
an assurance of a steady supply of quality 
goultry products.

and plant diseases. Living in a land 
favored above all others for the produc- 
tion of an infinite variety of crops, he is 
faced with the necessity of protecting 
one new agricultural industry after an- 
other as it is developed by enthusiastic 
growers. Some one finds that an intro 
duced crop will grow better in California 
than anywhere else. That crop is widely 
planted and popularized as a Golden State 
product. Then right away growers of 
the same crop in some other land, in 
which peasant or coolie labor does all 
the work, begin an aggressive fight ® 
capture California's market. A tariff bar- 
rier that will offset the handicap imposed 
upon the California grower by the low 
living and standards under which 
the foreign crop is produced immediately 
becomes necessary. The importers get 
busy in Washington and by ways dark 
and devious force the Golden State grow- 
ers to fight for the very life of their in- 
dustries. There is a lot of bargaining 
and trading of influence and support and 
finally a more or less adequate duty is 
secured for California’s protection. This 
goes on all the time. 

California won a victory well worth 
while the other day when Federal Quar- 
antine Measure No. 37, barring foreign 
ornamental shrubs, trees and bulbs, as 
well as much specified nursery stock, Was 
sustained by the Federal Horticultural 
Board against the mass attack of import- 
ing interests. The repeal of this law 
would not only have brought an ava- 
lanche of peasant-produced foreign stock 
into the country to compete with the 
products of California’s ‘phenomenally- 
growing nursery ornamentals industry, 
but would have let the bars down tp for- 
eign pests and diseases that unquestion- 
ably would have wrought enormous dam- 
age to American ee! as a whole. 


D Fight Back 


HE dairy industry, not only in Califor- 


nia, but the country over, needs pro- 
tection under the pending tariff bill and is 
making @ strong effort to get it. Casein, 
copra and soya beans have been left on 
the .free list, but the fight is not yet over,

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STATE-WIDE SURVEY OF CROPS 
GIVES CAUSE FOR OPTIMISM 


BY CLYDE C. HURLEY. 


ALIFORNIA’'S great food 
C crops have emerged an unusual, 
freaky spring in mu better condi- 
tion than they were in last year at this 
time, generally speaking, and indications 
are that, despite slightly lower prices, the 
farmers of the Golden State will be paid 
more for their crops this year than they 
ever before received. This is the summary 
of crop reports gathered by The Times

It is quite notable that 
the long-pruned trees in most instances 
are carrying very satisfactory crops, while 
the shorter pruned trees are much less 
heavily laden. A few instances of brown 
rot have been reported, although in not as 
serious a form as in other cozstal sections. 
“It is too early to be at all certain of the 
peach crop, for the June drep has not yet 
occurred. All indications, however, point 
to a bumper crop.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY 


Citrus groves in Riverside county ars 
generally in good ‘condition, reports Horti- 
cultural Commissioner A. E. Bettel of that 
county. In some portions of the county 
there was some damage to the fruit from 
frost, but the trees, generally speaking, es- 
caped, and prospects for next year’s crop 
are above normal. In the Cabazon dis- 
trict, the apricots are in fine condition, and 
should produce a banner crop. In the Beau- 
mont district, cherries were slightly in- 
jured by frost, but should bear an average 
crop. In the Hemet section, apricots and 
peaches have been somewhat damaged by 
frost, and while it is too early to state 
definitely just what the damage is, esti- 
mates at this time are that there will be 
from 500 to 600 tons taken from the trees, 
The onion crop in the Coachella Valley this 
year will amount to about 1500 carloads, as 
compared with 700 carloads last year. 
Onions are now moving at the rate of from 
twenty to thirty carloads per day, at prices 
ranging from $1.75 to $2.50 per crate. 


ORANGE COUNTY 


Farm Adviser H. E. Wahlberg of Orange 
county reports that crop prospects in the 
county are on the whole quite favorable, 
notwithstanding the lateness of the sea- 
son. Sugar beets are in splendid « condl- 
tion, he says, and the tonnage of this 
crop will likely equal that of last year, 
although the acreage is but 60 per cent 
of what it was in 1921.

The cool weather this spring, including 
light frosts in April and early May, nipped 
apricots and grapes here and there in the 
central and northern parts of the State, 
and damaged apricots somewhat in River- 
side county, and a warm wave on May 12 
caused some walnuts to drop, but the un- 
usual spring weather helped most fruits 
and benefited truck crops. All crops are 
late because of cool weather. Warmer 
weather is now bringing along the fruit in 
good shape. The unknown quantitv now is 
the dreaded June drop. What proportion 
of fruits will fall as a result of warm 
weather next month is problematical. 


A late survey shows the damage to the 
1922 orange crop4y frost to be 45 per cent 
and to lemons 42 per cent. The quality of 
the fruit now being shipped is very good.

bloom was unusually heavy. 

“Plums have been setting heavily, and in 
most districts there will be a big crop. Only 
a few sections were touched by frost, and 
these lightly. 

“The citrus areas which were badly in- 
jured by the January freeze will show a 
greatly reduced crop. Where the injury 
was confined to the foliage, it is probable 
that the crop will be fair, although it is en- 
tirely too early to make any definite fore- 
cast. The dreaded June drop will likely 
occur somewhat later than usual. Much of 
the lemon acreage will carry little fruit 
this season, although those parts of the 
county which were not hit by the freeze 
will show a normal crop. 


“With the exception of the foothill area, 
avocado trees were so badly hurt by the 
January freeze that there will be little or 
no crop. In the foothill area, trees are in 
full bloom, and indications are for a good 
set of fruit. 


“The walnut crop of Los Angeles county 
is somewhat spotted, with a splendid set- 
ting in certain districts, and very little in 
othersgthe latter condition being due to 
spring frosts. In most sections there was 
a heavy bloom, but pollination appears to 
have been deficient. Heat on May 13 and 
14 caused = nuts to drop. 


“A large ge was planted to the 
spring crop tatoes. The crop is some- 
what backward in growth, however, re- 


flecting unfavorable spring weather condi- 
tions. Some localities report prospects of 
a reduced yield on this account, while 
others do not indicate less than the normal 
yield. Diseases as yet have not been 
strongly manifested, excepting a limited 
— ot tip burn and considerable curly 
wart.“ 

“The prospects are for a greatly reduced 
acreage of sugar beets, although it is yet 
too early to make any estimate as to the 
crop. Conditions on the whole, however, 
have been favorable. 

“Lima bean growers in general are look- 
ing forward to a good season. Early beans 
are showing a good stand, and the heavy 


winter rains should insure good results 


Although the cool weather during the 
middle of May held back germination of 
lima beans, good stands are showing and 
indications point to a bumper crop be- 
cause of the abundant supply of moisture 
stored up in the seed bed. 

The walnut outlook is good. The crop 
will not be as large as at first 3 
but with the trees in good shape for the 
season, due to splendid moisture condi- 
tion, good quality is promised. 

It is too early to say what the orange 
set for the coming year will be, Mr. Wahl- 
berg says, but in most sections of Orange 
county a normal crop is in the making. 
The cold spell has held the blossoming 
back over four weeks. The mature Valen- 
clas will probably show a loss of from 25 
to 30 per cent from the freeze. Lemons 
are blooming well, trees are recuperat- 
ing, and the set for next season will be 
somewhat less than normal. It is too 
early to make a definite estimate. 

Early-sown grain will be heavy, and 
late-sown wheat and barley light. The late 
rains have materially helped both hay 
and grain. These crops will be short of 
last year’s total tonnage, owing to deferred 
planting during the wet winter. The hay 
outlook is good, and a tonnage larger 
than normal will be harvested, , 


> IMPERIAL COUNTY 

The first crop of the year turned out in 
Imperial county, the lettuce crop, proved 
all that the growers expected as regards 
quality, and the price was satisfactory; but 
rainfall and coldaweather, abnormal -condi- 
tions in the Salton Basin during the first 
feur months of the year, have held back 
other crops and caused losses in condition 
of some, according to E. L. Garthwatfte, 
farm adviser for the county. The setting 
of cantaloupes has been favorable, and 
there is a large imcrease in acreage, the 
total area now being about 32,000 acres, 
Indications point to a possible congestion 
in marketing a tremendous crop of canta- 
loupes, as field conditions presage a large 
yield. Railroad companies are already 
routing refrigerator cars to handle the first - 
cantaloupes. Early fruits are from three 
to four weeks late, and tomatoes are at 
least a month late, with fair condition“ re- 
ported for this vegetable. Much of the 
barley is being cut for hay and pasture 
has cut down the yield of’grain. It is be- 
lieved by Mr. Garthwaite that there will be 
a loss of 20 per cent in vegetables, fruits 
and grains because unseasonab 
weather. 

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY

“The cool 
weather chilled the small and tender nuts, 
and the hot weather came on suddenly and 
shriveled them, causing them to drop off. 
It is gratifying to observe that the nuts 
which dropped were the smallest on the 
trees, and were the ones which likely 
would Pave run to the lowest grades had 
they remained on the trees to maturity. 
This natural thinning process has left the 
largest and finest nuts to mature. From 
all appearances, the walnut crop this year 
will be one of the heaviest ever produced 
in the State. It will be possible in about 
five weeks to estimate the probable ton- 
nage with more accuracy.” 


Inspector Sharp says the “drop,” caused 
by extreme temperatures, has been re- 
markably evenly distributed. He stated 
that the foliage of the trees is particularly 


crop, considerable protection 
from hot weather late in the summer. 


The condition of walnuts in Los Angeles 
county is given as 85 per cent of normal 
by Horticultural Commissioner Ryan. 


THE BEAN CROP 

C. C. Teague of Santa Paula, president 
of the California Walnut Growers’ Asso- 
ciation and the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange, and a producer of lima beans, 
states that the production of lima beans 
will this year break all records, as a larger 
acreage than usual has been planted, while 
the foggy and cloudy weather has greatly 
aided the young plants. 


“One reason for the increase in the lima 
plantings is that the sugar market has 
been badly depressed for two years, and 
many ranchers have switched from sugar 
beets to lima beans,” said Mr. Teague. 
“It is quite apparent, with an enormous 
crop coming, that the growers will have to 
do three things: increase consumption, se- 
cure a more even distribution of the prod- 
uct, and keep the crop out of the hands of 
the speculators.” 

From the office of the San Fernando Val- 
Association at Van 
Nuys, comes word that the yield of Hen- 
derson bush lima beans will be larger than 
normal this year, providing pests and dis- 
eases do not greatly injure the crop. The 
plants are away to a good start on 8500 
acres, an increase of about 800 acres over 
the total area planted last year. 


The kidney beans in the Chino district 
are in fair condition, and a normal crop is 
expected, and the same is true of the Black- 
eye beans, grown extensively in An- 
geles, Riverside and San Bernardino coun- 
ties. The weather has been favorable for 
the germination of the Martha Washington 
and pink beans in the Santa Maria district. 


SUGAR BEETS 

The United States Sugar Manufacturers’ 
Association has issued a statement showing 
a greatly decreased acreage of sugar beets 
in California this year, as compared to nor- 
mal and an excellent crop condition. There 
are about 132,000 acres planted to sugar 
beets, largely in Orange, Los Angeles and 
Ventura counties, and favorable weather 
has brought the plants along in fine shape. 
One of the reasons for the decreased acre- 
age is the campaign against the nematode, 
and the desire of ranchers to rid their land 
of the pest by planting some other crop 
than beets for a while. 
A. R. Muller of the Anaheim Sugar Com- 
pany states that the acreage of sugar beets 
in Southern California will be about 40 
per cent less than last year, and that 
condition of the crop is about 90 per cént 
of normal. The forecast for, the 1922 su- 
gar beet crop in California, including the 
Salinas area, is 1,092,478 tons. All. fac- 
tories in California except the Chino and 
Tracy plants, will be in operation, accord- 
ing to the bulletin issued by the Sugar 
Manufacturers’ Association. 


COTTON PROSPECTS 
Tnusual weather conditions, with more 
Tain than usual, have had their effect on 
this year’s cotton crop in the Imperial, Palo 
Verde and Salt River valleys. On some 
days it has been almost impossible to get 


to seed, and the stand is from two weeks 
to a month late. Reports from Imperial 
Valley are that the young cotton plants 
are up to a good stand, but the size of the 
crop depends on whether a fall frost kills 
the stalks before the normal amount of 
bolls have developed. In the Palo Verde 
Valley, the crop is reported as normal in 
condition, and late. In the Salt River Val- 
ley the inusual weather has hurt the stand 
of Egyptian Pima cotton, and the acreage 
yield will be less. The condition ot cotton 
is 77 per cent of normal. Very little cotton 
will be raised in the San Joaquin Valley 
this year. Ranchers around Shafter who 
raised considerable cotton during the last 
two years have planted a spring crop of 
potatoes.

During early May, a 
considerable acreage of corn was planted 
in the San Joaquin Valley and in southern 
counties along the coast, and favorable 
weather brought this corn up to a good 
stand. The grain sorghums have not yet 
been planted. 


THE VEGETABLE CROPS 


Favorable weather has produced an ex- 
cellent crop of lettuce in the coast dis- 
tricts of Southern California, but poor 
prices, owing to the fact that Imperial mar- 
keted a heavy crop during February and 
March, are now the rule. It is believed 
that head lettuce will be plentiful at mod- 
erate prices during the summef. Califor- 
nia Vegetable Union officials state that the 
Imperial Valley farmers marketed their 
largest crop of lettuce at a time when little 
other lettuce from.California or Florida was 
on the market, and very good returns to 
the growers resulted. The Imperial crop is 
all shipped. 

Thrips are reported 6n onions in@the 
Coachella Valley, but the yield per acre 
this year, owing to excellent care given the 
crop, will be about normal, according to 
H. H. Warner, standardization expert for 
the State Department of Agriculture, who 
is at Coachella. The area planted to 
onions in the Coachella Valley this year is 
2100 acres, and in Imperial Valley there 
are 600 acres. In Los Angeles county not 
enough onions are raised to supply the 
local demand. Growers of large Spanish 
onions in Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties state that the weather has been 
favorable for their crops. 


Bunch vegetables grown in the vicinity 
of Los Angeles and in the Gardena district 
have thrived owing to favorable weather 
conditions. Green peas have suffered from 
attacks by aphis. 

Owing to the educational work of the 
farm bureaus and growers’ organizations 
this year, the condition of the spring po- 
tato crop in Southern California and the 
San Joaquin Valley is reported as better 
than last year, being 95 per cent of wor- 
mal. Potato planters have been more care- 
ful than usual this year to plant good seed, 
and to avoid planting on soil infested with 
‘the nematode. Members of the potato 
growers’ department of the Los Angeles 
County Farm Bureau look for a good crop. 
The acreage of potatoes in the San Fer- 
nando Valley has been increased this year 
from 1000 acres to 9000 acres, and in the 
San Gabriel Valley there are 2000 acres. 


POULTRY ADVICE 

REDLANDS.—About fifty of the poultry- 
men of this section attended the recent 
meeting of the county poultry club held at 
thes Chamber of Commerce and heard ex- 
cellent talks by commercial men. One, on 
poultry diseases, was given by Dr. O. 8. 
Barnes of Gardena; one on mashes and bal- 
anced feed, by F. C. Butler of Los Angeles, 
and one on milk products by E. S. Willard 
of Hanford. Dr. Barnes urged the pro- 
ducers to begin treating their laying hens 
soon for chicken pox, for he says it has 
been found that it takes months for the 
disease to really become noticeable and by 
that time it has passed its worst stage 
Dr. Barnes urged a more general use of 
bran in feeding along with the mashes, for 
he says that mashes are so finely ground 
that they often cause intestinal diseases, 
which can be prevented by mixing shorts 
or bran with the mash. Mr Willard told 
of a rew process of preparing buttermilk 
by a vacuum process so that it is entirely 
digestible for baby chicks, something that 
will prove to be a boon to the poultrymen,

among other things to the type of truck he 
uses for delivery purposes. With it, he 
has transported chicks from Fontana to 
San Fernando, a distance of seventy-five 
miles, and delivered them to the purchaser 
in perfect condition. . 


Although the Fontana poultry plant has 
shipped chicks from its 24,000-egg incuba- 
tor to points as far away as Anaconda, 
Mont., by rail this season, Mr. Hauser says 
that for points within a hundred-mile radius 
the advantages of truck over train delivery 
are marked. From the viewpoint of the 
purchaser, the truck eliminated disastrous 
waits on station platforms, drafts and 
changes of temperature, delays and possible 
rough handling. The advantage to the 
hatchery lies in the fact that the returned 
boxes in most cases pay for the cost of 
delivery, while the poultryman sees in 
what condition the chicks arrive at their 
destination, thus avoiding claims at the 
time of settlement, along with the trouble 
of. wrapping, addressing and delivering 
boxes to the station. a 


The truck used at Fontana Farms has 
becn especially equipped for its purpose. 
The wire mesh sides are hinged at the top 
so that they will lift up and out, and angle 
iron slides are built so that twenty boxes 
can be put in from each side, fitting snug- 
ly so that when the sides are down the 
boxes cannot move, Ten more boxes are 
put in on the body of the truck below the 
slides, giving a capacity of 5000 chicks. 
Plenty of air space is provided and pro- 
tection from the wind and rain is given by 
the curtains at the side and rear. 


Mr. Hauser keeps the chicks in the incu- 
bator from forty-eight to sixty hours before 
delivering. This thoroughly cries them out 
and gives them a chance to get on their 
feet, they are weak for several hours 
after they are hatched. By holding them in 
this way, they aré ready to be fed on de- 
livery, no feed being given them until sev- 
enty-two hours after hatching. 


When the chicks are installed in the 
brooders, Mr. Hauser recommends the fol- 
lowing course of feeding: First, they are 
given grit, then baby chick feed and rolled 
oats is kept before them for two days; on 
the third day they are given rolled oats 
and chick feed in the morning, bran at 
noon and chick feed again at night.

NAVELS IN BLOOM 


REDLANDS.—Almost a month late, the 
navel orange bloom is now out in full beau- 
ty. The bloom is as heavy as it has ever 
been.

Reports coming into the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service indicate that cutworms 
are showing up in many parts of Los An- 
geles county and occacioning considerable 
injury. The service recommends the use 
of poison bran mash or citrus bran mash 
for the control of this pest. The formulas 
for preparing the materials are as follows: 
Poison Bran Mash 


add the molasses, which is to be diluted 
Add enough water and. mix 
thoroughly to make a dry mash which will 
broadcast easily. 
Citrus Bran Mash 
White arsen ie 1 pound 
Molasses (cheap blackstrap pref) ...... 
quarts 


Mix the above materials as follows: Stir 
thoroughly the white arsenic, molasses, and 
water first. Grind the lemons, including 
the rinds, in a meat grinder, or chop fine, 
and add to this liquid. Then slowly pour 
this over the bran and stir thoroughly until 
an even mixture is secured. 

The amount of water to use in the 
preparation of these baits will vary accord- 
ing to the coarseness of the bran, or sub 
stitutes. A barely moist mash is preferable 
to a wet one because it does not harden 
under the heat of the sun and remains pala- 
table, while wet mash becomes baked and 
unattractive. 


IRRIGATION LABORATORY N 
Within a short time the irrigation di- 
vision of the University of California 
Farm School at Davis will have in opera- 
tion the most complete irrigation field 
laboratory in the west. The laboratory 
will be equipped to test and demonstrate 
practically all of the standard irrigation 
practices. In fitting out this laboratory spe- 
cial emphasis has been paid to equipment 
which might be used in orchard irrigation, 
illustrating the various methods to be used 
under varying conditions of irrigation head, : 
soll type and topography of the land. A 
vineyard has been laid out on a steep side- 
bill showing the method of contour plant- 
ing and irrigation. Here there is shown the 
various means by which water may be 
taken from concrete pipe lines laid on steep 


tlopes.

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BIG CROP OF PEARS 
IN TEHACHAPI AREA | 


‘TEHACHAPL—After a survey of * 
pear orchards in this district, the freight 
agent of the Santa Fe Railroad for this 
section announced that there would be at 
least 300 carloads of pears in the crop this 
year. Growers believe that from present 
indications there will be an excellent crop 
both as to quality and quantity. 


There are over 4000 acres of pears and 
apples in the Tehachapi district, mostly in 
bearing trees. Of this total, there are 1800 
acres of Bartletts, which have usually been 
marketed in the East, except culls and 
“drops,” which were sold in bulk in the or- 
chards at about $100 per ton.

The meeting of the Horticultural Com- 
missioners and the California Association 
of Nurserymen promises to be an inter- 
esting one, as several proposed changes 
in the laws relating to the inspection of 
nursery stock within the State will be 
discussed. Representatives of the Amer 
can Association of Nurserymen and the 
Pacific Coast Association of Nurserymen 
will be present. 

The public quarantine conference of 
the Federal Horticultural Board will be 
the first held by that body on the Pa- 
cific Coast and the second ever held out- 
side of Washington. Dr. C. L. Marlatt, 
chairman of the board, says that the en- 
tire body will be present. Regulations 
issued by the board control all foreign. 
importations of plante in the United 
States, regulations being enforced 
at California ports by the Bureau of Plant 
Quarantine. The Federal Board members 
will hold hearings relative to a number of

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TO LOOK FOR MITES 


During the warm weather, the poultry- 
man may notice that the combs and wat- 
tles of some of his fowls present a rather 
pale appearance, and as time goes on the 
birds may become droopy, manifesting 
symptoms suggestive of some grave disease, 
the cause of which he is unable to deter- 
mine. 


When the going symptoms are noted 
at this time of the year, roost mites should 
be suspected as the possible cause of the 
trouble, as these parasites are very de- 
structive if not kept under control. 


Unlike lice, mites do not stay on the body 
of the fowl continuously. In the daytime. 
they hide away in cracks, and crevices of 
the roost, behind boards, in nests etc., and 
come out from their hiding places at night 
and attack the roosting fowls. 

The mites are very small and gray in 
color except when they are engorged with 
blood sucked from the fowl. They then 
present a reddish appearance; hence, the

oughly cleaning the houses, nests and 
roosts and then spraying with kerosene or 
crude oil, making sure the spray reaches 
all possible hiding places of the parasites. 
Spraying should be repeated frequentl) 
The «pray materia! 
should be applied early in the day, so that 
much of the odor it produces will have dis- 
appeared when the fowls go to roost at 
night. 

After the roost poles have been, treated 
with kerosene or crude oil, they should be 
suspended by wire and properly guyed 
with other wires. Such an arrangement 
will aid materially in preventing rein- 
festation. 


THOMPSONS, MALAGAS 
FAVORED IN PLANTING | 


SAN BERNARDINO.—Horticultural Com- 
missioner John P. Coy estimates that not 
less than 10,000 acres have been planted to 
grapes this spring in Southern California ex- 
clusive of the valleys of Southeastern Cali - 
fornia, where the acreage is problematical, 
and data cannot be assembled until the 
farmers get through planting. 

Mr. Coy states that at least 3000 acfes 
will be planted in this county this year, 
making the total acreage in the county 21,- 
000. Malagas and Thompson seedless are 
the varieties favored in planting, both in 
coastal aistricts and in irrrigated desert 
regions. Wine grape varieties consituted 
about 5 per cent of the total grape acreage 
planting this spring. 

In the Coachella Valley, the grape area 
was increased from 840 acres to over 2000 
acres this spring, and in Imperial Valley, 
vineyards jumped this year from 2200 acres 
to at least 6000 acres. In the Palo Verde 


Valley large acreages of Malagas and 


Thompsons are being planted. 
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weather has held back the development of 
cantaloupes in the Delano sud other sec- 
tions, but the crop is now coming along in 
good shape. There are 3000 acres in can- 
taloupes, and the first carload will prob- 
ably be shipped around Jaly 5. Much seed 
decayed because of damp weather, and re- 
planting was the rule. The potato crop on 
200 acres in the county is in fine condition, 
and shipments will start about June 15. 
The feed conditions on the range are the 
best they have been in many years. 


TULARE COUNTY 


Frank R. Brann, . County Horticultural 
Commissioner, states that the condition of 
grapes and fruits, except peaches and ap- 
ricots, is excellent in Tulare county. 
Frosts hurt freestone and cling peaches 
and apricots during March and April, and 
these crops will be about 45 per cent of 
normal. The frost did little damage to 
grapes, which show a condition of 95 per 
cent of normal. Apples, berries, figs and 
pomegranate trees will bear a full crop; 
prunes show a condition of 95 per cent and 
plums 85 per cent. The cloudy weather 
has held back development of grain. Olives, 
grapefruit, lemons and Valencia oranges 
are apparently normal, and the trees are in 
good condition. 


FRESNO COUNTY 


Year-old grape vines were nipped by 
frost in some sections of Fresno county 
during April; and slight damage resulted 
from the freak wind and rainstorm of May 
15. Vineyardists, however, are preparing 
to sulphur their vines to ward off mildew. 
A survey of the raisin district shows that 
the crop this year will be above normal 
in quantity. The first alfalfa crop is in 
stack, barley is in first-class condition and 
valley pastures are good, but mountain 
ranges are drying and sheep are being 
moved into the higher valleys. 


STANISLAUS COUNTY 


Farm Adviser A. A. Jungerman of Mo- 
desto writes that grain, truck crops and

able cold weather this spring. This is es- 
pecially true of melons, he says. Grain, 
however, is expected to ripen almost as 
early as usual. The apricot crop is better 
than last year, and the bearing trees have 
not been injured by frost. The outlook 
for the grape crop is excellent. The peach 
crop outlook is good. “I consider the un- 
favorable weather conditions which oc- 
curred early in the spring a factor in re- 
ducing planting,” states Mr. Jungerman: 
“but, due to warmer weather later, the out- 
look for crops, as a whole, is above normal. 
A cold spell last month damaged young 
apricot trees somewhat, and about 30 per 
cent of the trees planted this year were af- 
fected by sour sap. Other varieties of de- 
clduous trees were rot affected. As a 
whole, the outlook for all crops in this 
county is favorable.” 3 


MADERA COUNTY 


T. O. Morrison, county agent of Madera 
county, in response to an inquiry from The 
Times Farm and Tractor Section regard- 
ing crop conditions, states that the grow- 
ing season in Madera county is from two 
to three weeks late, because of cold rains 
and frost. Owing to adverse conditions, 
the prospect is for a grain crop below nor- 
mal, but the outlook for fruit and alfalfa 
is good. The rainfall for the season to 
May 16 was 13.95 inches, as compared to

ARIZONA CROP FORECAST 


With the exception of cotton, which suf- 
fered from cold weather and winds, the 
condition of crops in Arizona was a little 
above average on May 12, when L. M. Har- 
rison, State Agricultural Statistician, made 
The wheat crop showed a condition of 
92 per cent of formal, compared with 80 
per cent a year ago. The acreage is 49,000, 
and there were 40,000 acres a year ago. 
The condition of alfalfa and grain hay was 
90, and of pasture, 87 per cent of normal. 
Last year pasture conditions were much 
poorer at this time. The hay acreage is 
180,000, as against 150,000 in 1921. The 
condition of live-stock ranges and farm pas- 
tures by counties on May 1 (figure for 
May 1, 1921, being in parenthesis,) was: 
Maricopa 93 (57;) Apache, 94 (60;) 
Yavapai, 84 (57;) Coconino, 84 (74:)

Fruit in Arizona was reported in better 
condition than last year on May 1. The 
prospects for apricots and peaches in Mari- 
copa ty were excellent. Late frosts 
greatly reduced the prospects for peaches 
in the higher altitudes, but the propsect for 
both apples and pears was excellent. 

CONDITION BY CROPS | 

All crops in California are benefiting by 
the warm weather following low tempera- 
tures during April and early May. Grain is

earlier for hay and many fields used for 
pasture: Fruits show the benefits of heavy 
precipitation, and have set well. Pastures 
which were drying in the central part of 
the State were freshened- by the rains of 
early May. Cotton plants are getting a 
good start in warmer temperatures. Pota- 
toes, sugar beets, and alfalfa are showing 
good growth. 

The story of the condition of the most 
important crops follows: 


ORANGE AND LEMONS 
The condition of oranges in the State on 
May 1 was given by Statistician E. E. 
Kaufman as 78 per cent of normal, as com- 
pared with 92 per cent last year, and a 
ten-year average of,93. However, warmer 


weather two weeks later brought out the 


bloom very heavily,-and brought up the per- 
centage of condition. A. W. Ramsay of 
the field department of the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange states that it is impos- 
sible to make a prediction of the total 
1922-23 crop because this is a record- 
breaking season as far as late bloom is 
concerned, and the outcome of such late 
blooming is problematical. From other 
sources it is learned that many growers 
are finding that oranges which clumg to the 
trees after the frost and which were 
thought good have been found to be in- 
jured. At the time of the freeze in De- 
cember, 4,000,000 boxes of oranges had been 
shipped, and since then to May 1, there 
have been shipped 9408 carloads, of which 
about 1000 carloads were Valencias. 
estimated that the crop was damaged about 
50 per cent by the freeze. It now appears 
that the total shipment of the 1921-22 crop 
will amount to 29,000 carloads. 


The condition of lemons on May 1 was 
given by Mr. Kaufman as 66 per cent of 
normal, as compared with 90 per cent last 
year, and a ten-year acreage of 90 per cent. 
Lemon trees in some of the producing dis- 
tricts are in bad condition on account of 
the freeze, and no bloom is expected on 
trees which were wholly or partially de- 
foliated. The vitality of the trees has 
been lowered materially, and a large pro- 
duction of lemons can hardly be expected 


this year. 
DECIDUOUS FRUITS 

Fruit prospects of the State were bet- 
tered by warm weather during the latter 
part of May, and by the light rains which 
fell the second week in May. The warm 
weather had the effect of advancing the 
season somewhat on stone fruits. The 
“June drop” period has not yet passed, 
however, and the condition of deciduous 
fruits may change within a month. 

Apples were reported in good condition, 
showing 92 per cent of a crop, though 
northern district growers say that it is too 
early yet to forecast the crop. In the 
Yucaipa-Oak Glen country the setting of 
fruit was very gatisfactory. 

The condition of the peach crop is re- 
ported to be 92 per cent of normal. A 
record peach crop will be harvested if warm 
weather in June does not cause much fruit 
to drop. 

Pears have suffered but slight damage 
from frost, and only in certain districts has 
there been any frost damage. The indica- 
tions are for 92 per cent of a normal crop. 

A better than average plum crop is re- 
ported from all over the State. Placer 
county, which leads in plum production, re- 
ports 80 per cent of a crop, but other dis- 
tricts, including Southern Cal re- 
port a full crop. : 

Prospects for a good prune crop are ex 
cellent, and the condition of this fruit 
throughout the State is reported at 95 per 
cent. 

A better crop of a is reported 
from Southern California than from the 
central and northern part of the State, ow- 
ing to the frost during April in northern 
districts. For the State,“ the crop shows a 


condition of 65 per cent, with 85 per cent of 


normal in Southern California. 


THE WALNUT CROP — 

That the damage done to the walnut crop 
by both high and low temperatures during 
the week of May 7 to 13 appears to be less 
than 5 per cent of the crop, was the state- 
ment of Sales Manager W. T. Webber and 
Chief Inspector H. C. Sharp of the Califor- 
nia Walnut Growers’ Association, after 
making a survey of the walnut belt. It 
was also declared that the damage by ex- 
treme temperatures was quite generally 
distributed over the entire southern part 
of the State. The outlook for the crop is 
good, and it is believed that the output of 
16,000 tons in 1921 will be exceeded this 
year. A crop of 25,000 tons was forecast 
during April. At Saticoy, the damage was 
15 per cent of the crop on account of heat, 
following a cold spell. 

“Unusually cool weather on 
and 10, with a sharp change to a hot wave 
on May 12 and 13, caused whatever injury

standards. The United States Department 


of Agriculture has published tentative 
grades for the grading of grain sorghums, 
and these have been adopted and promul- 
gated by the California Department of Ag- 
riculture. The promulgated barley stand- 
ards were established after careful consid- 
eration of the producing and marketing 
conditions, in co-operation with the Fed- 
eral government and California producers 
and dealers. 

Under the provisions of the California 
Grain Standardization Act, the grading of 
these grains, in accordance with the estab- 
lished s andards, is not compulsory. How- 
ever, whenever grain is bought or sold on 
the basis of these standards it is necessary 
that the same be graded. Certificates of 
grade can be secured either at point of 
shipment or at destination, or on the basis

STORAGE. SAVES APPLES. 


REDLANDS.—The last of the Yucaipa 
apples that have been in cold storage here 
have been taken out and sold. A large 
pre-cooling house here was operated as a 
cold sterage plant for the first time this 
year, and about 35,000 boxes of apples were 
stored there. The results were satisfactory 
both to the growers and to the owners of 
the plant. The company has the cold air 
system and it was found to be almost ideal 
for apples, for the results, proved it to be 
far ahead of those from ice storage. There 
was a minimum of loss, and t mostly of 
fruit of doubtful grades, for first grade 
fruit came out of storage in good shape. In 
all probability, the test made this year will 
result in additions to the storage capacity 
here so that next yearia large part of the 
crop can be taken care of.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY 


Farm Adviser Wilder of San Bernardino 
county reports a spotted condition of fruit 
crops except apricots and peaches, which 
are above the average. Cherries have been 
badly damaged by frost, and will show but 
50 per cent of à normal crop. The quality 
of apples will be better, as the setting in- 
dicates 90 per cent of the huge crop last 
year, when the failure of growers to thin 
cut down the quality. Peaches show an 
enormous crop prospect. There will be a 
full crop of grapes. Indications point to a 


8 crops show a wide range of condi- 
tion. Trees that were not damaged have 
a heavy bloom, and should set a fine crop, 
but it is too early to accurately predict 
what will happen to the bloom. There will 
probably be 75 to 80 per cent of a 
citrus crop. 

The season is from three to four weeks 
late for all crops. Potatoes and other 
truck crops are in excellent condition, and 
the alfalfa crop is Neavy. 


VENTURA COUNTY 


Continued cold weather in April and 
early May delayed crops of all kinds to a 
considerable extent in Ventura county, but 
warmer weather later caused farmers in 
all lines to be optimistic, says Farm Ad- 
viser C. C. Staunton of that county. 

Apricots were late in setting, but will 
probably ripen as an average crop. There 
is some brown rot, and many trees have 
been attacked by gummosis. The breaking 
of the long drought through a heavy win- 


ter rainfall has strengthened the trees 
greatly, and the fruits this year should be 
of good size. : 


There has been some winter injury to 
walnut trees, noticeable by indications of 
die-back. The crop has been reduced 
somewhat, but not as much as was feared 
in April. There will probably be 70 per 
cent of a normal crop if weather continues 
favorable. Blight has not yet shown up to 
a noticeable degree. 

The citrus crop prospect is good in most 
locations for both navels and Valencias. 
There is a shortage of lemons for summer 
shipments. The bloom is late for all citrus 
fruits, but rather heavy. Cold weather has 
immaturely ripened many fruits. 

Cold weather has delayed planting of 
lima beans, but the soil moisture content is 
good, and prospects are for a large yield 
per acre. Some of the early plantings 
came up, and the plants are very thrifty. 

There is a fair to good stand of sugar 
beets. Early plantings will probably 
yield a heavy tonnage. —

WORRIES STOCKMEN 


That “an ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure” is exemplified in cases 
where common and notorious pests of do- 
mestic animals are permitted to thrive un- 
molested, when a few cents expended for 
deterrents or repellents would reduce their 


activities. 


The adult female botfiy, which some- 
what resembles a honey bee, lays its eggs 
on the hairs of the fore legs, chest and lips 
of the horse. It is supposed that the 
horse licks or bites off the eggs, which are 
then swallowed. They hatch in the stom- 
ach, where the larvae attach themselves 
to.the stomach lining, and may become 
sufficiently numerous sometimes to cause 
the death of the host. As a preventive 
measure, cut the hairs close on parts 
where eggs are deposited, and groom care- 


‘fully. When animals become ill consult a 


veterinarian about remedies.

“HARD TO CONQUER. 


Of all the diseases that threaten the 
success of cattle-breeders, few are more 
destructive than contagious abortion. 

This disease is thought to be rapidly 
attaining the head of the list of enemies 
of beef and dairy herds. It is the cause 
of countless “nonbreeders,” and many 
cows that carry their young the full period 
are a source of danger to the herd after 
calving. Feeds soiled with discharges and 
afterbirths of affected animals are to a 
great degree responsible for its spread. 


It is even more difficult to control than tu- 
berculosis, and is not cured by any known/ 


medicinal remedies. At present the only 
hope for success against it is in prevention 
and prevention means the keeping out of 
new animals until they are known to be 
free of the disease, the providing of ma- 
ternity stalls, and the isolation of aborters 
until the period of danger is over.

WHY STOCK RAISERS 
SHOULD HAVE SILOS 


The livestock producer with a silo i. 
better equipped to make a profit out of hi 
business than the man who has none, says. 
A. L. Haecker of the University of Ne- 
braska, in the Farm and Implement News. 


the silo in the following, paragraphs: 

(1) As the principal business of farming 
is to make money, the silo on the stock 
farm will best accomplish this end. 

(2) Corn silage is the farmers’ cheapest 
source of digestible carbohydrates. As this 
is the principal food element required by 
our domestic animals, it certainly is wise 
to provide it. 

(3) Summing up ali the experiments 
conducted by some twenty-three different 
State experiment stations over a period of 
fifteen years, silage has proven the most 
economic food for the production of stock 
and stock products. 

(4) There are about one-half million silos 
now in use in the United States, and it is 
difficult to find a user who is not more than 
pleased with the results from his silo. 


(5) The greatest expense connected with 
the live-stock business is the cost of feed- 
ing the animals. The silo will lower this 
cost, and therefore it should be one of the 
first considerations of the stock-keeper. 

(6) The silo stands ever ready as an ite 
surance against many of the common crop 
failures, especially damages from early 
frost, drought and hail. Wet seasons often 
prevent the putting up of a crop of clover 
or alfalfa: this can be saved in the silo. 
Whatever is grown in the way of forage 


can be siloed and preserved for future use. 


(7) The silo is a labor-saving device 
and it saves in storage space. Eight times 
more feed can be stored in the silo than in 
the mow. Cattle can be fed quickly and 
easily from the silo, as silage is — con- 
densed form close to the point of feeding 
and is always in condition for feeding. 
Many feeding arrangements require the 
hitching up of a team to a wagon or cart 
and the hauling of feed from one place to 
another. A silo properly placed will do 
away with this. 


FATAL “SNEEZE WEED” 

A weed that has been killing sheep on 
western ranges has been identified by 
Federal experts as the “sneeze weed,” which 
is a strong perennial, grows to a height of 
one to three feet, is hairy or wooly, having 
ray flowers of an orange color. It is found 
in the eastern half of California, Arizona, 
New Mexico, and Nevada, Eradication is 
costly, and the experts advise keeping sheep 
away from infested areas.

Seeley of Sierra Madre, when I found him 
working with his vegetables the other day. 

“The trouble with most folk nowadays,” 
Mr. Seeley says, “is that they try to live

I plant small quantities of things for which 
my family have shown a preference and 
then by repeated sowings, we have a suc- 
cession of delicious vegetables throughout 
the growing season

they don’t have a garden. Take this 
asparagus, for example. Where could you 
get such mammoth, tender stalks, with the 
full rich flavor, except straight from the 
garden? The same thing applies to corn, 
peas, beans and all such crops. They not 
only have an unrivalled flavor, but they 
‘give a feeling of real achievement when 
you have watched their development from 
the seed to the table.” 


KILLING APHIS ON 
ROSES AND CITRUS 


This is the worst year for aphis in a long 
time in Southern California. Aphis or 
plant lice of all kinds and sizes are making 
it unpleasant for all sorts of plants. Roses 
are worst infested; citrus fruits perhaps 
are next. Melons and many other crops 


will soon be taking their share of the dam- 
age. The ranchers, on the other hand, are 
taking their poisoning outfits in hand and 
making it unpleasant for the plant lice. 

Of all the different species of aphis the 
rose aphis is one of the most difficult to 
kill. It is large and takes a large dose of 
poison. It is active and easily gets to and 
from a poisoned area. Yet even this vil- 
lain succumbs readily to appropriate treat- 
ment. The best poison for aphis is nico- 
tine. It can be sprayed in a weak solution, 
one-sixth of 1 per cent of commercial nico- 
tine in water. A stronger solution would 
be expensive, as only a very small propor- 
tion of the sprayed material ever actually 
touches the insects, and many gallons are 
necessary to cover a sizable rose garden. 

A good way to apply nicotine is in a dust 
carrier. It can thus be driven in a fine 
cloud through all parts of a plant. The 
dust cloud floats gently and settles search- 
ingly in all corners and crevices. Folks 
who fight insects have only recently be- 
come cognizant of this characteristic of 
dusts, though the housewives who live 
along dusty roads were conscious of it 
long ago. 

A good e dust, containing 
not less than 2% per cent of free nicotine, 
is excellent. Do not be satisfied with any 
old dust. Examine the dust, smell it, and 
make the dealer tell you it is the best one 
he knows about. 

The citrus aphis is making itself felt 
throughout the orange district of Southern 
California, but is probably most advanced 
in Orange county. This pest, if it is not 
checked, will rob the trees of new leaves 
very soon and leave the young oranges to 
starve. Nicotine-sulphur dust is success-- 
fully used to fight this pest, but a weaker 
dust than that used for roses is sufficient. 
A dust containing not less than 1 7-10 per 
cent of nicotine should be used, however.

on the production of silk timely. 


Several hundred years have elapsed 
since two disguised monks working “their 
way painfully across the Forbidden Plateau 
of Thibet brought back from China the 
eggs of the silkworm moth (Sericaria mori) 
concealed in a hollow bamboo cane, and 
safely delivered them to the authorities at 
Rome. Thus was the art of silk produc- 


tion brought to the Mediterranean, to be 


shortly thereafter transplanted into France 
and England. Even after centuries, how- 


ever, the one little item of mechanically. 


unreeling the silken thread from the raw 
cocoon remains a puzzle to the more ad- 
vanced peoples, and is, in fact, an insur- 
mountable bar to commercial production 
in any region in which a living wage 18 
paid for labor. 


In China, Japan and India, and even in 
Italy and France, such work is performed 
by girls and women, who no doubt thank 
their respective deities for the opportunity 


of earning a bare livelihood at such an oc-} 


cupation. The operation is extremely 
simple, although requiring the skill that is 
imparted by practice. The “choked” 
cocoons, those that have had the inclosed 
silkworm 
boiling water, are thrown into a basin of 
lukewarm water and agitated by hand. The 
outer web of coarser silk is loosened, dis- 
closing the free end of the labyrinthine 
thread that winds interminably about, 
forming the cocoon. Five or six of these 
loose ends from as Many separate cocoons, 
are caught up and passed over a little 
wheel that is kept slowly revolving by the 
operators left hand as her right guides the 
threads. This operation is maintained un- 
til the entire supply of silken thread form- 
ing the cocoon is exhausted, revealing the 
naked silkworm. The necessity of this 
process is the single impediment in the way 
of commercial production of silk in Cali- 
fornia, a land that offers. every other in- 
ducement toward that end. 


The natural food plant of the silkworm 
moth, the white mulberry (Morus alba) 
would flourish in California; in fact, several 
grow along the streets of Sacramento; the 
moths would propagate well under our 
equable climatic conditions; we could 
produce the cocoons in abundance, but—we 
can’t unreel the silk—and expect to make 
a profit from it. The question might arise: 
Could we export the cocogns produced, 
have them unreeled and shipped back to 
our silk factories for manufacture? That 
is a question the writer cannot answer, but 
he presumes if it had been an economic 
possibility, some one would have under- 
taken it long ago. 


Back in the 80s, the Federal government 
conducted exhaustive experiments in silk 
culture; in fact, one of the assistants en- 
gaged in the investigations is still em- 
ployed in the Federal bureau of entomology, 
and for many years has continued the pri- 
vate rearing of the moths, to secure the 
eggs, worms, moths and cocoons to make 
mounts for schools and nature classes. 
After the investigation revealed it an 
economic failure, the Federal government 
discontinued not only the experiments, 
but also the publication of all literature re- 
lating to the subject. The writer recalls 
three American publications only dealing 
with silk culture: Bulletin No. 9 (old se- 
ries) Division of Entomology; Bulletin No. 
39 (new series) Bureau of Entomology, 
and Farmers Bulletin No. 165 of the U. 8. 
De of Agriculture. These three, 
all entitled, The Mulberry Silkworm,” set

‘but, unfortunately, it is in foreign text and 
never has been translated into English. 
However, the foregoing three bulletins Is- 
sued many years ago by the Federal De- 
partment of Agriculture cover the subject 
completely, with the possible exception of 
research into the causation and treatment 
of several bacterial diseases of silkworms, 
that may only be found in French and 
Italian literature.
